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AMENDMENTS TO THE CLAIMS

1 . (pi'cvioiisiy presented) A floor clcaniiij; iiiipictiienl comprising: 

a handle ( 1 1) pivotally mounted on a hfj.<;e (10). s»iid base supporting a brush arrangement 
( 1 5) and a dust collecting container ( I d), the dust collecting container being adapted to 
receive, via a dusl inlet (23), dust particles thrown by the brush arrangement (15); 

said base also being provided v/lth a cloili holder (17) having a plate (38) facing ihc floor, ihe 
plate (38) being adapted to be covered by a dust cloth (43); 

a liquid container (39); 

and means (4 1 ,42) tor di.stributing liquid dii-ecrly or indiicctly to the clolh (43). 

2. (previously prcscnlcd) The Hour cleaning implement according to claim 1 chaiacleri/ed in 
llial. Ihe brush arrangenienl inchides at least one electrically driven brusli. 

3. (previously presented) The lloor cleaning implement according to claini 2 chai-acleri/.ed in 
that the brush arrangement ( .15) comprises two brush rolls (24) arranged such that the brush 
axes arc non parallel. 

4. (previously presented) The floor cleaning Implcmcjit according to claim 3 characterized in 
ihui SctiU brush axes are arranged in a V-shaped pattern. 

5. (previously pre.sented) The floor cleaning implement according to claim 4 characterized in 
that the tip of the V is placed in the forward inovemeni direction of the implement. 

6. (previously presented) The floor cleaning implement accoiding lo claim 5 characterized in 
that the dust inlet (23) is provided with a bottom edge whusc shape, seen in top plan view, 
cuiTcsponds lo the angular displacement of the brushes (24). 

7. (previously presenred) The floor ciciiniiig implement according to claim 1 chajaclcrized in 
that the clotli holdci (17) is removably arranged on the base (10). 
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8. (previously pre.senred) J he floor cicaning iitipluinenl according to claini I characterized in 
that the cloth holder (17) is provided with said liquid distributing means. 

9. (prcvioii.sly presented) The floor cleaning impleraent according to claim 7 characterized in 

that the liquid container i.s an integrated pan of said cloUi holder (17). 

10. (previou.sly pre.sented) A floor cleaning implciiicni comprising: 

a handle (1 1 ) pivotally mounted on a base (10), said biLse suppoiting a brusli arrangement 
( 15) comprising two elecLrically driven brush rolls (24) arranged such that the hnjsh axes 
are not parallel, and a dust collecring container (16), the dust collecting container being 
adapted to receive, via a dust inlet (23), dust particles thrown hy the brush arrangement 
(15); 

said base also being provided with a cloth holder (17) having a plate (38) facing the floor, the 
plate (38) being adapted to be covered by a dust cloth (43); 

a liquid container (39); 

and means (41,42) for distributing liquid directly or indiixx:tly to the cloth (43). 

1 1 . (previously presented) The floor cicaning iinplennent according to claim 10 characterized in 
tliat said brush axes arc arranged in a V-shaped pattern. 

1 2. (pi^viously presented) The floor cicaning inipleinenl according to claim 1 1 characterized in 
that the tip of the V is placed in the tbrwaid irK)vement direction of the ijiipkment. 

13. (previously presented) The floor cleaning implement accoixling to clainj 10 characleriiied in 
tliat tlic dust inlet (23) is provided with a builum edge whose shape, seen in top plan view. 
corre.spon(Ls to the angular displacement of the brushes (24), 

14. (previously presented) A iloor cleaning implement comprising; 

a handle (11) pivotally niounied on a base (10), said base supporting a brush arrangement 
(15) and a du.st collecting container ( 16), the du.st collecting container being adapted to 
receive, via a dust inlet (23). dust particles thrown by the brush arrangement (15); 

said base also being provided with a cloth holder (17) having a plate (38) facing the floor, the 
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plate (38) being adupted lo be covered by a dust cloth (43): 
a liquid container (39); 

and means (41 .42) tor distributing liquid directly or indinectly ro tlic cloth (43); 

wherein the clorh holder ( 1 7) is removably arranged on the base (10), and the liquid container 
is part of said cloth holder ( 1 7). 

1.^. (previt>usly presented) The floor cleaning implement according to claim 14 characlen/.ed in 
that the cloth holder (17) is pnivided with said liquid distributing; means. 

16. (pivviously presented) A floor cleaning impleinem comprising: 

a handle (1 1 ) pivotal ly mounted on a base (10). said base supporting a brush arrangement 
(15) and a dust collecting container (16), the dust collecting container being adapted to 
receive, via a dust inlet (23), dust particles thiown by the brush iurrangcmcnt (15); 

said base hIso being provided with a cloth holder (17) having a plate (38) facing the floor, the 
plate (3S) being adapted lo be covered by a dust clotli (43); 

a liquid container (39); 

and means (41,42) for distributing liquid directly or indirectly lo the cloth (43); 

wherein ihe clolh holder (17) is removubly an-iinged on the base (10), and the liquid container 
is an integrated part of said cloth holder (17). 

17. (pi-cviously presented) The lloor cleaning implement according to claim 16 ehardcterized In 
that the cloth holder ( 1 7) is provided with said liquid distributing means. 

18. (prcvioLisly presented) The lloor cleaning implement according ro claim 8 characterized in 

that the liquid container is un integrated part of said cloth holder (17). 
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
